After a 
failed redirection within Bangkok, the letter was further redirected to the addressee at Raffles Hotel in 
singapore. The Singapore arrival marks on the reverse of 22 April 1931 are on a copy of the 12 cents 

Straits Settlements postage due stamp of 1924.

The item could 
not be delivered and attracted a boxed “Gone, no address/ (Parti sans address)/ Retour’ mark on the 
only recorded date of 10 May 1931 on the obverse. On the reverse there are marks of the Malacca Dead 

Letter Office of 15 May 1931 and a boxed "D. L. O./ Madras/ 27 May 1931”.
